OFFER OF TRUCE

has been issued by the league for de- 
fense of religious freedom. 

Quietly, without the display which 
marked the loyalists’ parade Sunday 
in behalf of the government, the ef- 
fect of the trade boycott is becom- 
ing evident throughout the country. 

Not Yet Begun. 

“We have not yet begun,” a high 
churchman said Monday in discussing 
the boycott with the United News. 
He pointed out that plans for the 
boycott were known throughout the 
country and that little more in the 
way of campaigning was needed to 
make it successful. 

The high churchman denied re- 
ports that the Catholics in Mexico 
had lost spirit in the conflict. He 
declared that the spirit of resentment 
was submerged under a deeper de- 
termination to continue what he 
termed ‘‘a legal fight,” and pointed 
out that the Calles government was 
powerless to adopt legal measures 
against the boycott. Ultimate com- 
promise, bringing success to the re- 
ligionists, will be accomplished by the 
boycott, he predicted. 

It is felt in Mexico City that the 
government will not permit the closing 
of large businesses as a result of the 
boycott, unless the employers pay their 
workers three months’ salary as re- 
quired by law. This is expected to 
have a powerful effect against the 
suspension of business. 

City Remains Calm. 
Outwardly Mexico City remains 
calm, despite the fact that the re- 
ligious conflict is well past its open- 
ing stages. Motion picture shows, 
which suffered a slump during the 
week preceding enforcement of the 
decrees, had improved attendances 
Monday. 

Effects of the boycott were not felt 
to any great extent in shops supported 
by men. Barrooms and pool halls con- 
tinued to do business as usual. 

The government, following a state- 
ment Sunday by Attorney General 
Ortega that the country was quiet, ap- 
parently attached little importance to 
the plot against President Calles. 
Seven others were arrested in connec- 
tion with the plot, but the police in- 
sisted that they considered it merely 
the dream of a_ hysterical, over- 
religious girl. The inquiry will be con- 
tinued, however. 

President Calles reviewed 12.000 
troops stationed in and around Mex- 
ico City Monday, while Chief of Po- 
lice Roberto Cruz instructed his men 
to take stern action in case any dis- 
orders resulted from the controversy. 

Archbishop Mora categorically de- 
nied that any prisets had been ar- 
rested in Durango, pointing out that 
only two had been stationed there.

New York, August 2.—The board 
of foreign missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal church has made public a 
report made to it by Gonzalo Daez 
Camargo, a Mexican educator, which 
declares that justification may be 
found in Mexican history for confis- 
cating church property in Mexico, de- 
porting foreign priests and limiting 
their number. 

Camargo is vice president and pro- 
fessor of history in the Puebla Insti- 
tute and Normal school at Puebla, 
Mexico. The Methodist board refers 
to his report as a “bill of particu- 
lars.” 

“The Mexican government respects 
the religious beliefs of everybody,” 
Professor Camargo says. “No creed, 
rite or sect is persecuted on account 
of its religious views. No individual 
is troubled on account of creeds. As 
long as their practices do not infringe 
on morality or trample the rights of 
a third person, Catholics, Jews, 
Protestants, Mormons, Mohammedans 
or whoever they may be, can hold 
whatever religious beliefs they like 
best and practice whatever ceremonies 
seem best to them, without the gov- 
ernment troubling them in the least.” 

The professor declares that “in this 
the government does nothing more 
than fulfill the Mexican laws which 
grant, insure and defend 
liberty of thought and conscience.”

In many European nations, the 
farmer grows more to an acre than

tage. We make an average of 140 
pounds of lint cotton to the acre, 
and yet other nations growing cot- 
ton make an average of 250 and up- 
ward, If we grow and harvest ten 
bales of cotton from twenty acres 
we are certainly making more 
money than in harvesting ten bales 
from forty acres. By intensive culti- 
vation many Georgia farmers—espe-

Acreage decrease need not be dis- 
turbing. It should be a good indi- 
cation—not, however, if it is the 
result of farm abandonments and 
imigration to the cities. 


THAT STATE SERVICE. 

What will become of the hand- 
some silver service that was pre- 
sented several years ago “by the 
people of Georgia’ to the battleship 
Georgia? 

The presentation, it will be re- 
called, was personally made, at 
great function aboard the battles 
ship arranged for the occasion by 
the late Governor Terrell. 

This silver set is now chucked 
away somewhere in a navy depart- 
ment store room at Mare Island, 
California. The floating unit bear- 
ing the proud name of the Empire 
State of the south was scrapped in 
accordance with the treaty arranged 
at the disarmament conference held 
in Washington in 1921. 

In the 69th congress a bill by 
Senator Harris and 
signed by the president authorizing 
the return to the state of Georgia 
of this silver service. It has not 
been returned through no fault of 
the government. The navy depart- 


ment is awaiting ‘‘orders.” 

For the most part, the set was 
purchased by various municipalities 
of Georgia. Savannah and Atlanta 
gave the two biggest pieces, and 
Columbus also contributed a large 
piece. Then, Macon, Brunswick, 
a. Albany bore the ex- 
pense a portion of the set. Some 
two dozen silver cups were the gift 
of small towns in the state and in- 
divicuals. The three central pieces 
were to be the gift of the state 
itself, but it developed that the 
state constitution would not permit 
an expenditure for a gift. The jew- 
eler had purchased and engraved 
the set without profit, and the near- 
ly $2,000 that he failed to receive 
was a dead loss, which he carried 
until the time of his death. 


The governor has been granted 
a contingency fund for the furnish- 
ing of the new governor’s mansion. 
It would not be contrary to the 
constitution to purchase th's silver 
for the mansion, and if it is in as 
good shape as the otiier silver sets 
returned by battleships to their pre- 
senting states, it does seem this 
historic set should be preserved in- 
tact. The state auditor is now con- 
Sidering the legality of this action. 


The first step, however, would 
be for the various ‘cities and towns 
to volunteer to- make a present of 
their pieces to the state for such 
fitting purpose. Certainly the pieces 
would be of little value isolated from 
the set for which they were made. 

There must be concerted action 
on the part of all involved and to 
get this will require leadership. Cer- 
tainly something should be done 
promptly.

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A woman aged 37 has stffered 
attacks of quinsy since she was 16, 
at least one attack each year, some- 
times two. At the age of 32 she had 
her tonsils removed. Still she has 
quinsy. She says she has consulted 
many doctors fm the attempt to pre- 
vent or abort attacks; her taroat has 
been lanced ‘repeatedly, but with re- 
lief only a few times. The attacks are 
not so severe since the tonsils were 
removed, but still they last a few 


days. 

Quinsy is abscess, a “gathering” in 
the tissues of the throat near or 
around the tonsil. Like a collection 
of pus (matter) anywhere else, the 
sooncr it is drained the better. “Lanc- 
ing” sometimes fails to give any re- 
lief because th: doctor fails to find 
the abscess. I have never had quinsy, 
but from the great suffering which 
attends the attack I judge I should 
prefer to have my throat  lanced 
again and again rather than endure 
such prolonged suffering as the vic- 
tim of this disease must endure if 
he waits for the abscess to “break.” 
Laneing is no fun—that is, for the 
subject; for that matter, it isn’t a 
task the doefor revels in, either. Yet 
I can think of no other medical or 
surgical service a doctor can render 
which gives so much relief as this— 
as a rule. 

In many instances the removal. of 
the fonsils does put an end to the 
annual bout with quinsy. The nest 
or depot of the infection, the flaring 
up of which brings on the attack of 
quinsy, is probably within the tonsil 
in most cases. Complete removal of 
the infeeted tonsil therefore ends the 
trouble. © 

A man aged 21 says his tonsils have 
been infected for over five months 
and, asks whether operation is the 
only cure. He has “Ben Told” by 
several friends that it is dangerous 
to have tonsils removed, because the 
tonsils absorb poisons in certain dis- 
eases such as diphtheria. 

Normal tonsils probably serve some 
such function in childhood, at any 
rate. The lymphoid cells they give 
off have some phagocytic action— 
they tend to destroy disease germs in 
the throat and m@pth. Perhaps the 
erypts or openings in the tonsils re- 
ceive disease germs and the tonsil 


cells destroy the germs there, the 
detritus being extruded from the 
erypts into the throat and mouth. 
But all this is conditional upon a 
normal state. When the tonsils are 
infected or diseased, they are dan- 
gerous to keep in the throat and 
the sooner they are removed the bet- 
ter for the individual's health. 

A correspondent of indeterminate 
gender :ays the nose and throat spe- 
cialists in a capital city’ have 
crowded offices all day — patients 
seeking removal of tonsils, adenoids, 
bones, growths, ete., and does this 
seem natural or as the Creator in- 
tended or can it be so ascribed to the 
bad climate, and so on? It isn’t nor- 
mal, not according to Hoyle, but 
Hoyle may be out of date. There is 
no denying, however, that the frenzied 
or born nose and throat specialists 
nowadays are in many cases too ready 
to cut something out. 

A physician deplores the tremen- 
dous number of unnecessary opera- 
tions performed today, particularly 
fo¥ the removal of tonsils “on a bet” 


—the bet being that the tonsils har- 
ber the focus of infection responsible 
for joint disease and other systemic 
troubles. There are sO many young 
men, rushing into the nose and throat 
specialty, this physician remarks, 
young men absolutely unqualified to 
do that work and who hayen't the 
judgment to decide whether an’ opera- 
tion is required or not. This physi- 
cian puts it mildly, I'll tell the por- 
tion of the world that reads these 
articles. 1 refrain from citing in- 
stances of the frenzied surgery these 
unfit specialists do—I can’t name 
names. and without the names the 
incidents seem incredible. 

Readers frequently inquire about 
“electric” treatment in lieu of surgi- 
ca] removal of diseased tonsils. All 
lL can say about that is that if my 
t.nsils were concerned there should 
be no “electric” treatment. 

Nowadays there is a considerable 
demand for X-ray treatment of 
simply enlarged tonsils—the thicken- 
ing of the tonsils which commonly ac- 
companies adenoids in children. For 
this condition X-ray treatment is often 
sufficient; it brings about an atrophy 
or shrinkage of the tonsillar and ade- 
noid tissue. It preserves the tonsils 
intact. It is quite expensive, how- 
ever, as compared with the cost of 
tousil and adenoid operations. X-ray 
treatment is not only useless but even 
harmful in cases of infected or «dis- 
eased tonsils. It is helpful only when 
there is no demonstrable infection in 
or about the tonsils. 

In childhood the tonsils are nor- 
mally rather large and prominent. 
The judgment of a ee ee 
is better than the half-baked impulse 
of the born specialist in deciding 
whether or not the large tonsils of 
a child call for any treatment.

Senator rge outlined the out- 
standing legeislation brought before 
the senate during his term of office, 
explaining these matters in detail and 
giving reasons for his position on 
each. 

Changes must be made in the tariff 
iaws and freight rates on farm prod- 
ucts must reduced, stated Mr. 
George, if relief is to be brought to 
the farmers of this state. In explain- 
ing bis vote upon the Robinson bill he 


stated that he was for this measure, 


as it provided for the financing mo 


farmers just as the federal reserve 
fund was provided for financial insti- 
tutions. 

In speaking of the cooperative asso- 
ciations he deciared his faith in them, 
stating that his own cotton was mar- 
keted through the Georgia association. 

Senator George stated that he had 
voted for all bills to reduce taxes, and 
that he was pledged to demand the 
payment of all debts owed this coun- 
try by foreign nations. 

Touching upon the world court, 
Senator George outlined the contents 
of the bill which he supported in the 
last session of the senate. He declared 
that the world court was founded on 
the same principles as The Hague 
court, of which America is the found- 
er and to which she belongs. One of 
the provisions of the bill was that no 
matter could be carried to the eourt 
without the approval of the president 
and two-thirds ef the senate, stated 
the senator, and America would have 
the privilege of withdrawing at any 
time. The bill also carried with it the 
provision that America would not be- 
come involved in any disagreements 
between ether nations. 

Judge John Bassett Moore, Ameri- 
ca’s representative in The Hague 
court, aided the democratic senators 
in drawing this bill with its amend- 
ments, according to Senator George,

Senator George was most emphatic 
in his statement that he was opposed 
to war, declaring that he would never 
vote for war except in defense of his | 
own country, and then only if it were 
iinpossible to settle it in any other 
way.

Court Decision 
Gives Support 
To Rum Drives 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, August 2.—Efforts of 
the coast guard to stamp out rum- 
running in American territorial 
waters by vessels of American reg- 
istry are given strong support, the 
department of justice announced te 
day in an opinion of the United States 
circuit court of anpeals reversing a 
Connecticut federal district court 
ruling and holding that American ves- 
sels engaged in illicit trade may be 
searched and seized wherever found. 

On December 7, 1924, the Ameri- 
can vessel, the “Underwriter,” was 
seized by the coast guard on the high 
seas 35 miles off Block Island and 
was found to be carrying a cargo of 
811 cases of liquor for which it had 
no transportation permit. In the fed- 
eral district court it was contended 
that the coast guard has no right to 
seize a vessel on the high seas re- 
gardiess of ita nationality and the 
judge agreed that the seizure was 
unlawful. 

The cirevit court of appeals, how- 
ever, held that the right of jurisdie- 
tion over vessels owned by a na- 
tion’s subjects authorizes the deten- 
tion and commands the capture of 
the vessela found on the high seas 
where there is reason to believe that 
the law is Leing violated. The same 
opinion ruled that the extension of 
the-coast’ guard's authority to foreign 
vessels coming within twelve miles 
of the shore was not intended to 
limit its authority over American 
boats wherever they might be found.

Cuts in Streets 
At City’s Expense 
Termed Robbery 


Termed by Councilman John A. 
White as “highway robbery,” an ordi- 
nance providing that all cuts in streets 
and sidewalks for sewer, water and 
gas, connection be made by the city 
construction department, was refer- 
red to the finance committee Monday 
afternoon by city council. 

Councilman White staged a fight 
on the measure on the theory that 
the property owners asking for such 
a cut should not be required to pay 


for such cuts. He declared that sewer 
assessments have been run up and 
that this will further serve to make 
assessments higher. 

The ordinance was promulgated by 
the sewer committee and in a state- 
ment to council, Councilman Horace 


Russell said he was willing that the 
city pay costs of such cuts. It was 
not a question of how costs ran on 
such work, he declared, but it was 
an effort to keep the pavement from 
being broken in front of houses for 
such connections. 

The scale of costs as presented in 
the ordinance for sewers ran from $25 
a cut for streets not paved to $75 for 
streets paved with granite blocks. Cuts 
for water connections ranged from $15 
for streets not paved to $55 on gran- 
ite block paving, and gas connections 
would cost from $15 to $55 under 
the proposed ordinance. 

In the past property owners have 
been allowed to make cuts in the 
streets with no costs for replacement 
of paving and as a result many streets 
were cut and pavement not replaced, 
it was stated.

Un- 
doubtedly money is to be made specu- 
lating in the stock market at what ap- 
pears to be a climax in an extended 
upward price movement. But the 
trader who makes money in the stock 
market and keeps it is the one who 
uses the old rule of buying when no- 
body appears to want stocks and sell- 
ing them, according to the tape, when 
everybody appears to want them. 
Conservative traders are keeping their 
working capital liquid in order to buy 
something cheap worth having and 
which can be carried at a good income 
return until the inevitable advance in 
prices shows & profit besides the ra- 
come return obtained in the mean- 
time,

Borah has held the chairmanship 
of the foreign relations committee 
since the death of Henry Cabot Lodge. 
McNary, of Oregon, generally regular 
but the namesake of the McNary- 
Haugen farm relief bill which is op- 
posed by the administration, ‘will be 
chairman of the agriculture committee 
next session.

The chairman exerts sim- 
ilar influence over nominations which 
come from the white house for senate 
confirmation. 

This power, when in the hands of 
a competent chairman. often is great- 
ly enlarged by logrolling. Rank and 
file senators are not anxious to incur 
the hostilitv of a committee chairman 
who may later be in a position to 
block their bills or political appoint- 
nents. It is not unusual for a senator, 
when he {finds one of his political ap- 
pointments or a bill in which he is 
interested languishing in committee. 
to seek the favor of that chairman 
with proinises. 

These influences, all working in 
gear, enable a committee chairman to 
exert wide influence on senate pro- 
cecdings which otherwise are far out-
